SPARKS FROM MARK; 

The last month and a half or so I have been 
writing about the changes we have made from 
being a parish council to a pastoral council. The 
pastoral council has been working on 
developing new guidelines that will help to give 
direction and focus to the work of our pastoral 
council. Over the next month or so in the sparks 
column you will find the guidelines for our 
pastoral council at Our Lady of the Black Hills. 

I would like to share with you the members of 
our new pastoral council. Some of the council's 
members have made the transition from the 
parish council to the pastoral council. The 
others have joined the pastoral by accepting an 
invitation that was made in the bulletin and 
open to all parishioners who were interested in 
the work of the pastoral council. These council 
members have committed themselves to a three 
year term. The councilors are as follows:

Our Lady of the Black Hills 
Guidelines for Pastoral Council Purpose 
The purpose of Our Lady of the Black Hills 
Pastoral Council is to be a consultative parish 
body to the pastor. It does this by investigating 
pastoral matters in a spirit of prayer, study and 
reflection and through that process proposes 
practical conclusions to the pastor. The overall 
goal of the Pastoral Council is to build the 
parish into a living, dynamic and spirit-filled 
community of faith. 

Membership and Criteria 
Pastoral Council members are chosen, above all, 
for their ability to accomplish the main task of 
the council - the work of investigating, 
considering and making practical conclusions. 
They are baptized Catholics, in good standing 
with the church, who reflect the spirit and 
understanding of Vatican II. 

Size of Pastoral Council 
The Pastoral Council is made up of the pastor 
and ideally twelve councilors. 

Selection of Members 

The twelve councilors are selected every three 
years. The selection process takes place on the 
last series of four weekly assemblies during the 


month of September to which all parishioners 
are invited. 

The Pastor explains to the parishioners the work 
of the pastoral council, including its process and 
purpose. 

The second assembly identifies the 
strengths of the parish and those areas in which 
the council may help it to develop. 

The third assembly is devoted to a 
reflection on the qualities cf a good councilor 
and it culminates with nominations. 

The fourth assembly, the participants 
select and affirm, in an atmosphere of prayer 
and discernment, ideally twelve new councilors.
